EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 1, lines 7, 11, 15 and 19, of the specification, insert after, "...Serial No.,"

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 45-60 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 45, 51 and 55, the instant invention is directed to a 
system comprising a legacy network broadcasting a first signal to legacy receivers and 
non-legacy receivers on a plurality of service channels described by a plurality of 
service channel identifiers and transmitting of program guide information (EPG) to 
legacy receivers and non-legacy receivers. The relevant prior art of records such as 
Klosterman (6,072,983) discloses merging multi-source information in a television 
system. Eyer et al (6,401,242) disclose method and apparatus for designating a 
preferred source to avoid duplicative programming services. Ogawa et al (6,314,571)

discloses EPG data collection and delivery system and EPG data collection and delivery 
device. Rowe et al (6,792,625) disclose streaming media automation and distribution 
system. Roop et al (5,619,274) disclose television schedule information transmission 
and utilization system and process. However, neither, Klosterman, Eyer, Ogawa, 
Rowe nor Roop and any of the cited references teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination the feature of "transmitting first program guide information describing the 
first set of programs from the legacy network to the legacy receivers on a first service 
channel of the plurality of service channels and from the legacy network to the non- 
legacy receivers on a second service channel of the plurality of service channels and 
transmitting second program guide information describing the second set of programs 
from the legacy network to the non-legacy receivers on a third service channel of a 
plurality of service channels." as recited in the instant invention with respect to the 
above independent claims.
